33% in 2006 

The number of foreigners ex- 
pelled from Portugal during 
2006 rose by 33 percent in rela- 
tion to the previous year, latest 
figures have revealed. Similarly, 
the number of foreigners who 
left the country voluntarily rose 
by 66 percent, a situation 
blamed on the slowing down of 
the national economy. 

According to the internal se- 
curity report published this 
week by the Immigration Office 


(SEF),atotal of 10,735 foreign- 
ers were forced to leave the coun- 
try lastyear,with2,659 expelled 
for committing criminal offences 
in Portugal. Brazilians topped 
the deportation list, with 420 
sent home, followed by Roma- 
nians (151), Ukrainians (74) and 
Venezuelans (34). 

A total of 3,950 foreigners 
were refused entry into Portugal 
during the course of 2006, the 
report adds. 
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Portugal to host defence meeting 


ahead of EU-Anica summit 


Portugal will host a High Level 
Conference on Europe-Africa 
defence matters ahead of the two- 
continent summit Lisbon plans 
to organise in December at the 
close of its EU presidency. De- 
fence Minister Severiano T eixeira 
said. 

Minister Severiano Teixeira 
announced the initiative on Mon- 
day in London after a meeting 


with his British counterpart, Des 
Browne, saying the conference, 
set for October 23 , could make a 
“contribution”, in the defence 
sector, to the European Union- 
African Union summit. 

In part, he told Lusa, the con- 
ference would analyze European 
“mechanisms of (defence) coop- 
eration” with Africa, focusing on 
the experiences of Portugal, Brit- 


ain and France. 

Minister Teixeira also an- 
nounced that Lisbon would host 
an “informal meeting” of EU de- 
fence ministers withNorth Afri- 
can counterparts from the five 
Maghreb nations on September 
27 in the framework of the trans- 
Mediterranean Dialogue 5+5 
group. 

In his talks with Browne, the 


Portuguese defence minister said 
he had backed a “deepening of 
relations between NATO and the 
EU” with a view to strengthen- 
ing cooperation in theatres where 
the two blocs share joint mis- 
sions, such as in Kosovo and 
Afghanistan. 

Teixeira said relations be- 
tween the greatly overlapped 
blocs should “complement” each 
other and be characterised by 
“transparency”, rather than 
“competition”.

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Largest opposition 
party pledges to 
make Portuguese 
wealthier 


The leader of the PSD Social 
Democrats has this week 
pledged that “when” his party 
wins the 2009 elections, his 
government will lead the Por- 
tuguese to a level, where they 
will earn 80 percent of the Eu- 
ropean Union average wealth 
by the time the term ends in 
2013. Latest figures show that 
the average wealth of Portugal 
in terms of GDP (Gross Do- 
mestic Product) has dropped 
slightly in recent years to a fig- 


ure that now stands at 70 per- 
cent of the EU average for the 
25 member states. Marques 
Mendes, while addressing the 
youth division of his party 
(JSD) argued that the govern- 
ment’s sole concern since it 
came to power in 2005 has been 
to keep the budget deficit 
down.

pecially Sweden”. 


He also refuted the idea that 
his cabinet has moved away from 
its leftist values enshrined by the 
socialistparty he leads, saying his 
government has implemented 
parity laws, medically assisted 
procreation and called a refer- 
endum on abortion which legali- 
sation it supported.

German company lays 
claim to PM’s car 


The Council of Ministers has 
this week admitted that it uses 
a car seized by PJ detectives 
from a Portuguese businessman 
in 2004, who was arrested on 
the suspicion of drug traffick- 
ing. 

The state assumed owner- 
ship of the vehicle in 2004, 
while the suspect was still in 


preventative custody. 

The car in question, a BMW 
745i valued at well over € 100,000, 
is regularly used by the Prime 
Minister on official business, but 
it appears that he might now have 
to look for a different ride. 

Revelations made this week 
by Expresso indicate that car was 
purchased under a lease agree- 


ment in Germany from GmbH. 
But its owner failed to pay any 
instalments, which resulted in 
the company issuing areposses- 
sion order. 

The govemmenthas since said 
that only once GmbH has worked 
through the red tape that awaits 
it here in Portugal, will it be able 
to retrieve the vehicle. 


More dangerous goods being 
removed fromPortugal’s shops 

□ During 2006, hundreds of products were removed from the shelves of 

Portugal’s shops because they posed a health risk to consumers and in 
some cases were life threatening, according to data published Monday. 


But Portugal was not alone in 
having to cope with the problem. 
British, Spanish, French and 
German consumers were also 
exposed to dangerous products 
that were on sale in many super- 
markets, pharmacies and corner 
shops, the European Commis- 
sion said in a statement. 

A Commission spokeswoman 
told journalists in Brussels that 
2006 had seen a rapid rise in the 
number of dangerous goods with- 
drawn from sales outlets across 
western Europe. 

She said that the increase is 
seen in Brussels as proof that the 
European Union- wide alert sys- 
tem is now working better to pro- 
tect consumers. 

The number of dangerous 
items reported and subsequently 
banned from sale is estimated to 
have doubled between 2004 and 
2006. 

In a warning to parents, the 
spokeswoman pointed out that 


toys now represent the largest 
category of hazardous goods on 
sale. About half of all goods with- 
drawn from sale are believed to 
be imports from China, including 
cigarette lighters in the form of 
children’s toys. 

Examples posted on the 
website of the EU’s rapid alert 
system, Rapex, include teddy 
bears, which children could take 
apart and choke on “the inside 
filling fibres, or suffer cuts from 
a sharp internal part”. 

Mini-motorbikes with poorly 
guarded drive chains and badly 
insulated wiring next to the fuel 
tank were also singled out by 
Rapex as being highly dangerous . 

A number of counterfeit Super- 
man toys containing paint with an 
extremely high lead content were 
impounded by EU inspectors to- 
wards the end of last year. 

Even some beauty products 
fell under the eagle eye of the 
Rapex agency, including a skin 


cream-gel containing a dangerous 
fungus. 

“The increase in products 
withdrawn shows there is better 
surveillance and better enforce- 
ment, not necessarily that there 
are more unsafe toys on sale,” the 
Commission’s spokeswoman 
said. 

Another factor is that coun- 
tries which joined the European 
Union in 2004 are now notifying 
Rapex about unsafe products on 
sale in their markets. 

“Some of them had no controls 
at all in the past and are only now 
getting to grips with the prob- 
lem,” the spokeswoman pointed 
out. 

She said that China was coop- 
erating with the EU by revoking 
export licences for some hazard- 
ous goods, but warned that EU 
member states must remain on 
their guard in protecting consum- 
ers from health threatening prod- 
ucts.

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Marques Tunnel opens 
despite firemen’s warnings 

I Despite being warned by the National Professional Fire-fighter’s 

Association (ANBP)that the infrastructure lacks a number of 
‘indispensable’ safety precautions, Lisbon Mayor Carmona Rodrigues 
stood by his decision to inaugurate the Marques tunnel on Wednesday 
April 25‘^ more then two years after its original opening date. 


Since the beginning of its con- 
struction the tunnel has been the 
subject of much controversy as 
well as frequent setbacks. 

This latest black cloud came 
after an inspection of the tunnel 
was carried out by the ANBP, 
who subsequently advised the 
opening to be further postponed 
until a number of safety precau- 
tion had been amended or in- 
stalled. 

Amongst these were the crea- 
tion of a 90 centimetre walkway 
down the sides of the tunnel, 
should emergency access by foot 
ever be required, as well as the 
elaboration of emergency evacu- 
ation, and safety and rescue plans. 

A document released by the 
ANBP affirmed that the asser- 
tion gave the tunnel’s inaugura- 
tion the thumbs down, as “safety 
rules were not complied with”, 
rules that the firemen consider 
“vital for the opening of such an 
important circuif ’. 

It further exposed “extremely 
serious flaws”, which if not dealt 
with, could “jeopardise the abil- 
ity to protect vehicles and oth- 


ers in the event of a fire”. 

An autonomous central pump 
to feed fire extinguishers and not 
via municipal network EMAL, 
sprinklers, and emergency entry/ 
exitramps forrescue vehicles, are 
just a few other absent safety 
precautions that the association 
would like to see rectified. 

However, Mayor Rodrigues 
has wavered any importance that 
the ANBP ’ s claims may have by 
saying, “all safety conditions 
have beenmef ’, to ensure a fully 
functional opening. 

In a press release the Mayor 
has also said the he “vehemently” 
refutes “all last-minute orches- 
trated attacks made by those who 
never believed that it was possi- 
ble for such an infrastructure to 
take shape in Lisbon, as well as 
by those who, throughout it’s 
entire execution, did everything 
to try and stop its construction”. 

Furthermore, Mayor 

Rodrigues describedthe tunnel as 
“an honour to Portuguese engi- 
neering and to all those who made 
it possible”. 

Municipal Works Councillor 


Pedro Feist has also demon- 
strated his faith in the tunnel’s 
safety by declaring, “we have our 
own technicians and we trust 
them. We are certain of its safety 
and we will therefore go ahead 
with the opening”. 

Police 
investigate 
web baby 
sales 

A website claiming to sell 
babies for adoption is being 
investigated by Portuguese 
police despite the law only 
being effective in cases of 
selling humans for traffick- 
ing. 

The OLX website was 
advertised in a Portuguese 
newspaper and claimed to 
offer babies and children for 
adoption from the Sintra, 
Lisbon, and Tagus valley re- 
gions of Portugal. No prices 
are mentioned and the only 
contact numbers are a 
website address and an e- 
mail. 

Reportedly, a few weeks 
ago the same advert, which 
is accompanied by the pho- 
tograph of a child, an- 
nounced a two-year-old 
from the Algarve area for 
adoption. 

A second Portuguese 
newspaper investigated the 
advert by contacting the site, 
pretending to be interested 
in the adoption of a child and 
was given the immediate an- 
swer that the child would 
not be Portuguese or even 
European. The child sug- 
gested for adoption was al- 
legedly from the African 
country of Cameroon. 

Despite police investiga- 
tion of the website, they 
have declared difficulties in 
identifying the source of the 
site. 

Selling children for adop- 
tion in Portugal is not con- 
sidered illegal, a legal loop- 
hole that is presently being 
revised and disputed by a 
parliamentary division spe- 
cialising in adoption. 

The advert has received 
extensive and angered re- 
sponses from Portuguese 
citizens and cybernauts. 

Website OLX acts as an 
on-line market, available in 
33 countries, and claims to 
be 100 per cent free of 
charge. Countries that have 
advertised children include 
South Africa, Canada, 
Spain, Italy, the UK and Ire- 
land and generally categorise 
them under the ‘Children 
Artefact’ section, normally 
indicating a website for more 
information. 


German serial killer 
suspected of murder 
in Portugal 


A 48-year-old German lorry 
driver, identifiedas VolkerE., and 
who is thought to be responsible 
for the murder of 19 women in 
various European countries, may 
also be responsible for a number 
of unresolved murders that have 
occurred in Portugal, police re- 
vealed this week. 

Two of the suspect’ s possible 
victims were foreign women, 
shot in Portugal between 1995 
and 1 999, one ofwhom was a29- 
year-old Colombian found dead 
with two shot wounds to the head 
in Sao Bartolomeu de Messines, 
Algarve. 

Volker E. was arrested in the 
German city of Cologne lastNo- 
vember, by the request of Span- 
ish police. 

Most of his victims are said to 
have been prostitutes, allegedly 
shot by the suspect in countries 
including Germany, France and 
Spain. While there are, as yet, no 
ties between the suspect and the 
deaths in Portugal that occurred 
nearly a decade ago, police con- 
firmed: “Other murders of the 
same nature are presently being 
investigated in other European 
countries”. 

All of the crimes follow iden- 
tical patterns and the driver is ac- 
cused ofkilling, between 1 974 and 
last year, at least three times in 
Barcelona (Spain), Planeim (Ger- 
many), and Saintes and Reims 
(France). 

In a parallel situation though 
coincidentally sharing the same 


name, another German national, 
resident in the Algarve until Oc- 
tober 1998, is currently the tar- 
get of a global arrest warrant af- 
ter escaping from aprison in Lis- 
bon where he was being held at 
the a request of German authori- 
ties while awaiting extradition. 

Named as Norman Volker 
Franz, the 37-year-old residedin 
the Albufeira area of the Algarve 
where he had a partner and a 
child. 

He fledprisonforthe firsttime 
in 1 997, escaping from the Hagen 
establishment, Germany. 

Presumed guilty of five mur- 
ders and presently on the run, 
Franz is accused of armed as- 
saults in the German town of 
Wiemar, as well as three murders 
in Halle. 

During his stay in Portugal the 
suspect worked inreal estate, us- 
ing fake identities such as Carsten 
Muller and Michael Stuever. 

According to German crimi- 
nologists, Franz came across as 
a calm and reserved person, but 
is in fact, “extremely dangerous 
and violent and kills innocent 
people to get rich”. Reportedly, 
the German is usually armed, 
speaks English and Portuguese 
fluently and keeps close contact 
with people in Albufeira, 
Bogota, Florida, Cape Town, 
and Tangier. 

German police have affirmed 
that the suspected could still be 
discreetly working inPortugal in 
the Tourism trade sector.

Heart disease on the increase in Portugal 


T ie stress of everyday life 
in Portugal threatens to 
fuel an epidemic of 
cardiovascular disease, a report 
published last week warns. 

The study says high blood 
pressure is becoming “rife” in 
southern European nations and 
blames “modem, frantic life- 
styles” similar to those in north- 
ern Europe that many people do 
not link to the problem. 

According to Dr. Panos 
Kanavos, head of the London 
School of Economics team that 
prepared the report on behalf of 
the European Commission, at 
least one in four adults in Portu- 
gal already has the condition and 
if nothing is done to combat the 
problem this figure could rise to 


60 per cent over the next 20 years. 

The researchers say that much 
more work is needed to tackle 
high blood pressure - not least a 
switch to healthier, less hectic 
lifestyles. 

Portugal along with Spain, 
Italy and Greece j oined emerging 
countries with westernised 
economies, such as Brazil, China, 
India, Russia, Turkey and the 
Central European states as being 
most prone to the onset of car- 
diovascular disease. 

Much of this, according to the 
survey, is due to the change in life- 
styles in these countries, where 
intensely competitive industri- 
alisation is taking over from the 
more relaxed and socially friendly 
agricultural based economies. 


The report says that every 
year, high blood pressure is im- 
plicated in an estimated 7. 1 mil- 
lion deaths worldwide. 

It also challenges what it terms 
“a popular theme” that high blood 
pressure only affects older peo- 
ple. 

Dr. Kanavos told the AFP 
news agency: “Uncontrolled high 
blood pressure among people in 
their 3 Os, 40s and 50s will inevi- 
tably lead to an increase in cardio- 
vascular disease and strokes that 
will strike down men and women 
at the height of their earning 
power, potentially turning them 
from drivers of economic growth 
and a source of public revenues 
to long-term recipients of exten- 
sive social benefits, with in- 


Portuguese among EU’s most 
miserable says UK study 

Portuguese people are some of the unhappiest in the old 15 European Union member 
states, according to the findings of a survey published last week. 


British researchers analysed 
responses from 20,000 people 
over a 12-month period. They 
then cross-referenced these re- 
sults with a separate study to 
establish the cause of happi- 
ness. 

Concerns over whether or 
not to trust the government, 
local authorities or even one’s 
neighbour play a big part in the 
general lack of enthusiasm and 
optimism for life among the ma- 
j ority of Portugal ’ s citizens, the 
UK Cambridge University’s 
economics department found 
during the study. 

Out of the 1 5 nations involved 
in the survey, Portugal finished 
second from bottom scoring 
only 6.53 points out of 1 0 com- 
pared to the 8.31 marked up by 
western Europe’s happiest na- 
tion Denmark. Bottom of the 


pile and wallowing in their own 
self-pity were the Italians with 
6.27 points. 

“The survey shows that trust 
in society is very, very impor- 
tant” when it comes to happiness. 
Dr. Luisa Corrado, who headed 
up the research team, told the 
AFP News Agency. 

“The countries that scored 
highest for happiness also re- 
ported the highest levels of trust 
in their governments, laws and 
each other,” she said. 

The doctor pointed out that 
governments attempting to im- 
prove happiness levels in their 
countries should do more than 
focus on creating wealth. 

“Our well-being would be 
more likely to flourish in a mutu- 
ally supportive and trusting so- 
ciety,” she added. 

Scandinavian and Irish citi- 


zens were found to be the most 
content and deemed to be far 
better company for a night out 
than their counterparts in east- 
ern Mediterranean countries. 

The F inns were second in the 
happiness rankings scoring 
8.05 out of 1 0 , with the Irish on 
7.98. Sweden landed fourth 
spot with 7.84 and surprisingly, 
according to the researchers, 
the Dutch were a buoyant fifth 
with 7.78. 

The British were not as con- 
tent as their current strong eco- 
nomic performance might sug- 
gest, leading researchers to re- 
flect that money does not al- 
ways buy you happiness - the 
Brits finished in ninth place in 
the joy table on 7.47 points. 
The French and Germans were 
even less happy, scoring 7.32 
and 7.07 respectively.

European Commission chief 
Durao Barroso last Saturday in- 
sisted that Romania’s leaders 
settle their differences over a 
row concerning the influence 
Mafia bosses are having in the 
running of the country.

A spokesman for the Euro- 
pean Commission told journal- 
ists in Brussels that Barroso 
had received calls from the 
“suspended” president and his 
arch rival Prime Minister 
Tariceanu, both of whom 
wanted to inform him of the 
current situation. 

Basescu, 55, was accused in 
a parliamentary impeachment 
motion, of protecting the inter- 
ests of the Mafia in the running 


scriptions was also highlighted 
by the conference as a move for- 
ward in offering speedier and 
more reliant health services.

The elD is a smart card that 
provides increased security and 
electronic identity authentication 
based on biometrics - eye scans.

cabin 

baggage size 
postponed 

The European Commission 
has decided to postpone the 
implementation of rules on 
maximum cabin baggage size, 
as more time is needed to reas- 
sess the advantages and disad- 
vantages they entail, notably 
regarding air security and pas- 
sengers’ comfort. 

“The Commission has 
shown that it is willing to lis- 
ten to good arguments from 
stakeholders, who sought to 
delay the introduction of Eu- 
ropean rules on cabin baggage 
size. We therefore feel that it 
is in the best interest of Euro- 
pean citizens to postpone 
their introduction until May 
2008”, the EC explained in a 
press statement published late 
last week. The rulemaking 
sought to limit the maximum 
size of cabin bags to 56cm x 
45cm X 25cm. This reflected 
common practice by many air- 
lines and long since agreed by 
the International Air Transport 
Association (lATA) standard 
for safety reasons. 

The aim of the measure was 
to make it simpler for airport 
screening staff to detect pro- 
hibited articles in cabinbaggage. 

The EC has invited the Eu- 
ropean Civil Aviation Confer- 
ence (ECAC) to evaluate the 
security benefits that accrue 
from a limit on cabin bag size 
over the next 1 2 months. Their 
report will be presented by 
December 2007, along with 
any additional information 
provided by member states 
and stakeholder associations. 
Further decisions will be taken 
based on the analysis of this 
input.

Owners of dangerous dogs to prove sanity 

Owners of potentially dangerous animals could soon need to prove that they are responsible 
people should a government proposal on domestic animals be passed. 


With the recent surge in at- 
tacks on people by dangerous 
dogs, parliament this week 
heard proposals from the ma- 
jority Socialists and the smaller 
CDS-PP party to alter existing 
laws. 

Under the proposals, which 
are likely to be passed sometime 
during the course of this year. 


owners of dangerous dogs will 
need to satisfy authorities that 
not only are they mentally sane, 
but also physically capable of 
handling a potential killer. 

The only grey area remaining 
concerning this legislation is how 
dog owners will prove their 
physical and mental well-being. 

Some MPs argued that such 


legislation would impede blind 
people from owning guide dogs, 
or older citizens enjoying the 
company and protection of a 
dog. 

Parliament concluded that 
legislation needed to be agreed 
upon whereby people who use 
their dogs as weapons should be 
prohibited from owning animals. 


Furniture not that expensive in 
Portugal, says survey 

Buying furniture In Portugal Is not as expensive as a lot of people think, according to the 
results of a survey published Monday. 


Out of 3 3 European countries 
studied in the European Com- 
mission survey, Portugal proved 
to be one of the cheapest coun- 
tries in Europe in which to buy a 
range of furniture from speci- 
fied brands to brandless items. 

The survey covered a total of 
140 comparable products, includ- 
ing kitchen, bedroom, living and 
dining room furniture and other 
household furnishings ranging 
from 150 Euros to 3,500 Euros 
in price. 

Expenditure on furniture 
works out, on average, for the 33 
countries studied, at 2.5 per cent 
of annual household expenditure, 
with Portuguese families spend- 
ing 2 . 1 per cent of their j oint in- 
comes on furnishing their homes, 
and the British 2.8 per cent. 


Of the 33 countries involved in 
the survey, 27 were EU member 
states, three EU candidate coun- 
tries and non-EU member states 
Iceland, Switzerland and Norway 
were also included. 

Compared to Iceland - the most 
expensive European country in 
which to buy furniture - Portu- 
gal’ s prices were nearly 30 per 
cent lower and also 20 per cent 
less than British prices. 

Belgium, Ireland, Switzerland, 
Spain and Sweden were all head 
and shoulders above what it costs 
to buy furniture in Portugal being 
on average 1 5 per cent more ex- 
pensive. 

But if you are really on the look 
out for bargain prices head for 
Romania and Latvia, where the 
same brand of furniture items to 


be had in western European 
countries are 53 per cent 
cheaper. 

Eurniture price disparities 
across the 33 countries are dif- 
ficult to explain away, accord- 
ing to the Commission’ s study. 

It found that overheads such 
as transportation costs, adver- 
tising, salaries and showroom 
expenses as a percentage of 
gross domestic product were 
more or less the same in all 33 
countries with the exception of 
the island economies of Cyprus, 
Iceland and Malta, which have 
a small domestic market and 
“correspondingly high costs of 
imports” - all three countries fea- 
tured in the top ten list of the most 
expensive places in Europe to 
purchase furniture and fittings.

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Portugal’s Greenpeace members join 
in light-bulb smashing protest 

Members of Portugal’s Greenpeace environmental group joined last 
week with their counterparts from across Europe in crushing 1 0,000 

light bulbs at Berlin’s Brandenburg Gate to highlight the urgent need to 

conserve energy and combat global warming. 


Greenpeace said it was call- 
ing for, “an immediate ban” on 
conventional light bulbs and de- 
manding tougher European 
standards on energy efficiency. 

“Light bulbs are an iconic ex- 
ample of the many energy- sav- 
ing products that are sold to con- 
sumers. A light bulb wastes 95 
per cent of its energy generating 
heat instead of light,” it said in a 
statement. 

The group, which crushed the 
bulbs with a bulldozer, urgedcon- 
sumers to switch to energy-sav- 
ing bulbs, saying this move alone 
would “resultin shutting down 25 
polluting power stations in Eu- 
rope”. 

Greenpeace said the protest 
marked the start of its interna- 
tional campaign to discourage the 
use of energy-guzzling devices. 
It was timed to coincide with the 
opening of a two-day interna- 
tional conference on energy ef- 
ficiency in the German capital. 

The meeting was hosted by 
Germany as current president of 
both the European Union and the 
G8 club of the world’s most in- 
dustrialised nations. 

German Environment Minister 
Sigmar Gabriel said it was vital 
for the industrialised world to 
work with developing nations to 
promote the efficient use of en- 
ergy. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel boasted recently that she 
has switched to energy- saving 
light bulbs in her home. 

After the protest at the 
Brandenburg Gate, Portugal’s 
Greenpeace members headed 
for Lisbon in preparation for a 
demonstration outside the Japa- 
nese embassy in Avenida 
Liberdade planned for May 9* 
against Tokyo’ s refusal to abide 
by international anti-whaling 
laws. 
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EU Snippets 

EU Concerned Over Police Violence in Russia 

The European Commission voiced deep concern on Monday at 
Russian police action over the weekend, when they clubbed and 
detained opposition protestors demonstrating against President 
Vladimir Putin. “Ereedom of expression and freedom of assembly 
are very important values which Russia has signed up to” as a 
member of the United Nations and other bodies, said Christiane 
Hohmann, spokeswoman for the EU’ s executive arm. While say- 
ing the Commission was “very concerned” about the events in 
Moscow and St. Petersburg, Hohmann declined to condemn out- 
right the acts of the Russian police. Opposition protestors were 
clubbed by police in St. Petersburg after a peaceful demonstration 
against Putin. Around 1 20 people were detained following the pro- 
test by The Other Russia party, an opposition coalition that ac- 
cuses Putin of dismantling democracy. The clashes in St. 
Petersburg followed a violent crackdown by police in Moscow, 
where 200 people were arrested, including one of the coalition’ s 
leaders former world chess champion Garry Kasparov. 

EU electricity prices “too high” 

A lack of competition in the EU’ s wholesale electricity market 
is making prices “significantly higher” than in a totally open mar- 
ket. A European Commission report said last week. The results of 
the survey showed that “competition in the EU wholesale electric- 
ity market is not yet functioning properly leading to far too high 
prices,” the report added. The study will push EU Energy Com- 
missioner Andris Piebalg’ s campaign to see member states follow 
through their commitment to create competitive energy markets . 
EU investigators analysed hourly data on virtually all power plants 
across Europe. Part of the study compared the actual market price 
of electricity with “what it would have been if the markets had 
been perfectly competitive”. The “mark up” between the two was 
found to be highest in Germany and Spain. No conclusions were 
drawn for Portugal, Prance and Belgium due to the lack of infor- 
mation provided. 

Spanish Farmers Protest Over EU Aid Cuts 

Thousands of Spanish farmers marched through the streets of 
Madrid last Saturday to demand higher prices for their produce, 
and in protest against the EU’ s common agricultural policy. More 
than 25,000 people from across the country took part in the pro- 
test. According to organisers of the event, the demonstration was 
called to “demand that the government find solutions to the deep 
crisis which the sector is facing, given the ruinous prices that are 
paid”. The price paid to farmers for oranges has been halved be- 
tween 1994 and 2007 while the cost of gasoline during the same 
period has doubled. Since 2003 , EU farming subsidies have been 
gradually withdrawn by the Spanish government from farm pro- 
duction levels and spent on animal welfare and environmental pro- 
tection. 

EU bosses earn less than their Swiss 
counterparts 

Board members in Swiss companies are the best paid in Europe, 
receiving more than twice as much pay as those in the EU. Swiss 
company directors pocketed an average of 1 39,752 euros last year, 
said recruitment consultancy Heidrick and Struggles. This com- 
pares with an average of 72,000 euros across the 10 nations sur- 
veyed. Bosses in Spain were the next best paid on 96,099 euros 
peryear, followed by UK directors on 92,701 euros. Erenchbosses 
came out bottom in the survey, earning just 43,529 euros on aver- 
age. The other countries surveyed included Sweden, 43,659 euros, 
Netherlands, 52,849 euros, Italy, 53,983 euros, Belgium, 58,202 
euros and Germany, 74,923 euros. The survey covered 294 major 
companies in the 10 countries, including the Swiss-based Nestle 
group. Credit Suisse Bank and insurer Swiss RE. 

Cross-Party campaign to get Britain out of EU 

Conservative peer Lord Tebbit has thrown his weight behind a 
cross-party campaign to get Britain out of the European Union. The 
Better Off Out (BOO) group was launched last year by six Con- 
servative MPs and claims support from the United Kingdom Inde- 
pendence Party and one Labour MP, Austin Mitchell. Lord Tebbit 
said he backed British membership of the European Common Mar- 
ket, as it was then called, in the 1970s. But he now felt it was “too 
diverse” and bureaucratic to work as a democracy and the UK 
would be better off out. The BOO campaign says it wants to make 
the “positive, constructive case for Britain leaving the European 
Union”. Lord Tebbit said: “We British have a thousand-year history 
of self-government. W e have been free and democratic longer than 
any other nation. The European Union is too diverse, too bureau- 
cratic and too centralist to be a functioning democracy”. 
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Skinheads cancel 
Lisbon meeting 


The planned conference of extreme- 
right European parties and 
movements set for Lisbon last 
Saturday was cancelled after being 
unable to find premises for the 
gathering. The conference organizer, 
the anti-immigration National Renewal 
Party (PNR), which has no 
representation in parliament, had said 
delegations from 1 3 European groups 
were to attend its event. 


“demystifying erroneous opinions 
on migration from the south”. 

The conference attracted 
around 300 delegates of the 
Paris-based International Fed- 
eration of Human Rights 
Leagues (FIDH). 

Before news of the cancella- 
tion came, police said it had 
taken security measures to avoid 
demonstrations or counter-dem- 
onstrations that could disrupt 
public order. 

Most of Europe’s main ex- 
treme-right parties, including 


those from Britain, France and 
Austria, said last week they were 
either unaware of or did not plan 
to attend the gathering in the Por- 
tuguese capital. 

This was to have been the first 
gathering in Lisbon of groups 
considered racist, xenophobic 
and neo-Nazi since Portugal was 
liberated from a dictatorship 33 
years ago on April 25 , which was 
commemorated on Wednesday. 

In an apparently related ac- 
tion, police carried out raids 
across Portugal last week. 


rounding up to 30 suspected ex- 
treme right militants, some of 
whom were detained for illegal 
arms possession. 

The leader of the National 
Front (FN), Mario Machado, was 
placed under preventive detention 
last Friday to await trial on un- 
specified charges of racism. 

A security guard, Machado 
was sentenced in 1997 to more 
than four years in prison for his 
part in a skinhead gang killing of 
an African immigrant in Lisbon 
in 1995. 


New racial discrimination laws for Portugal 


Under new laws passed last week by the European Union, Portugal will 
be obliged to set minimum penalties for the incitement of racism and 
expressing xenophobicopinions. Lisbon must transpose the legislation 
into national law within two years. 


Speaking at a press conference 
to announce the cancellation, the 
leader of the PNR accused the 
media of aiding in the cancella- 
tion of the meeting, having treated 
“the PNR and its European coun- 
terparts as a bunch of dangerous 
criminals”. 

A venue, which had been re- 
served several weeks ago, was 
cancelled by its owners after al- 
legedly being tipped off by police 
that far-right extremists were to 
gather there, PNR leader Jose 
Pinto Coelho said. 


The PNR was unable to find a 
suitable replacement in the short 
time it had until the gathering, 
Pinto Coelho added. 

In recent weeks, the PNR has 
gained substantial press coverage 
after it placed a billboard at Lis- 
bon’ s busy Marques de Pombal 
circle calling for an end to immi- 
gration and suggesting immi- 
grants living and working in Por- 
tugal should be sent home. 

Coinciding with the planned 
extreme right’s meeting in Lis- 
bon, was a conference in the Por- 


tuguese capital that brought to- 
gether hundreds of specialists on 
immigration to discuss ways of

The European Commission 
said the agreement was sealed at 
a meeting of EU justice ministers 
in Luxembourg and would apply 
to all 27 -member states. 

The agreement comes after 
nearly six years of wrangling and 
is a disappointment for the Ger- 
man government, which had ar- 
gued for the outlawing of the de- 
nial of the murder of six million 


Jews by the Nazis and their col- 
laborators during World War 11. 
Berlin had hoped to achieve this 
objective before its six-month EU 
presidency term runs out at the 
end of June. 

However, a spokesman for the 
Commission told journalists in 
Brussels, that while there was no 
direct reference to Holocaust de- 
nial in the new law, it was in fact 


covered in the text which states 
that anybody ‘ ‘publicly condoning, 
denying or grossly trivialising 
crimes of genocide, crimes 
against humanity and war 
crimes” will be in breach of the 
legislation. 

He emphasised that if denial of 
the Holocaust, which is already 
banned in Austria, Belgium, 
Erance, Germany, Poland and 
Romania, incited hatred it would 
definitely fall within the remit of 
the new bill. “It depends on the 
effect and intent of that denial,” 
he added. 

The bill has come in for criti- 
cism from various right-wing 
groups, who argue that it curtails, 
if not completely bans, freedom 
of speech. 

“This is a difficult one,” the 
Commission’s spokesman said. 
“The balance between the free- 
dom of expression and protection 
of citizens is one that every mem- 
ber state strikes in a different 
place,” he added. 

According to the new bill, Por- 
tugal will be obliged to punish 
“public incitment to violence or 
hatred directed against a group 
of persons or a member of such a 
group defined by reference to 
race, colour, religion, descent or 
national or ethnic origin”. 

The bill goes on to say that this 
“will include the encouraging of 
such an act by public dissemina- 
tion or distribution of tracts, pic- 
tures or other material”. 

The Commission spokesman 
said that the accord sets “minimum 
standards” on penalties for such 
crimes - two to three year prison 
sentences - andadded that the EU- 
wide sanctions would generally be 
lowerthan those imposed by some 
member states already.

Previously in an article entitled New tax legislation set to hit Americans abroad {The Portugal News, 
20 May 2006), this writer informed readers that the most costly tax increase affecting American 
expatriates in 30 years would be felt in the 2006 tax filing season. As Americans abroad should know 
by now, taxes owed to Internal Revenue Service for 2006 were due 16 April 2007, even though the 
tax filing deadline is 15 June 2007. Americans who are accustomed to filing their own tax returns 
are more likely to miss this payment deadline under the incorrect assumption they owe no taxes. 


Consider John Reardon, mar- 
ried and a resident in Iberia sinee 
1 990. He owns a small ineorpo- 
rated business from whieh he 
paid himself $66,300 in 2006. 
Were this salary his only souree 
of ineome, he would owe no tax 
thanks to the F oreign Earned In- 
eome Exelusion that was raised 
lastyearto $82,400. 

However John had other in- 
eome totaling $67,300 that in- 
eluded interest, ordinary and 
qualified dividends, eapital gain 
distribution, soeial seeurity, and 
gain from sale of property. Af- 
ter reduetions for Exemptions 
($6,600) and Standard Dedue- 
tion ($12,300), his taxable in- 
eome was $48,400. 

Figuring the tax from the 
graduated tax table for married 
joint, John owed $6,500. Due to 
his having had qualified dividends 


and eapital gain distribution, 
John might have figured his tax 
from the Qualified Dividends 
and Capital Gain Worksheet 
and more eorreetly reported a li- 
ability of $6,350. But this dif- 
ferenee of $150 ($6,500 - 
$6 ,3 5 0) is not really signifieant 
unless you depend on 
MeDonald’ s fare for daily nour- 
ishment. 

Nevertheless John was 
pleased beeause his estimated 
tax payments exeeeded his tax 
hability. 

The shoeking truth, however, 
is that John should have figured 
his tax on the new Foreign 
Earned Income Tax 
Worksheet. This worksheet, 
together with the Qualified 
Dividends and Capital Gain 
Worksheet, requires that he first 
ealeulate his tax liability on 


$1 14,700 ($67,300 + $66,300- 
(12,300 + 6,600)) and NOT on 
$48,400 (67,300 - (12,300 + 
6,600)). 

The resulting tentative tax is 
$21,650. This tax may then be 
redueedby $9,700 tax on his For- 
eign Earned Ineome. The result 
is that John aetually owes 
$11,950(21,650-9,700). 

Had the law - Tax Inerease 
Prevention and Reeonciliation 
Aet - not been enaeted, John 
would have owed $6,350 (see 
above). Now he will be liable 
for the extra tax plus underpay- 
ment penalties: .5%amonth(up 
to 25%) plus 8% interest. 

Alas John made another error 
in antieipating his tax liability. 
Having purehased a property 
stateside on 1 5 July 2005 , he sold 
it on 1 July 2006 for a hefty

Assuming you are not part of a 
Tourist Development 

i^'EmpreendimentoTurlsticd’'), 
let us examine some of the key 
elements that will assure that 
your holiday lets will be seen 
under the rules of the Novo 
Regime de Arrendamento

1) Clarity 

Stating your purpose and 
intentions to potential elients 
allows you to define what you 
are doing rather leaving it to 
others to interpret your 
aetivity. In a statement of 
agreed ''Terms and Conditions"' 
for any lets, it is essential to be 
explieit regarding whieh 
legislation should apply. 
Likewise, direet referenee to 
statutes should be made on all 
invoiees. Finally, on Internet 
Listings, you should have a 
Diselaimer in Portuguese as well 
as in English to elarify the 
intended statutory purpose of 
the listings. 

2) Compliance 

From a tax point of view, it is 
essential that the aetivity fulfil 
all fiseal requirements, both for 
property Owners as well as any 
Agents involved with the 
aetivity. For Agents, this means 
having their business organised 
on a fully eompliant basis. The 
non-resident Owner must have 
proper fiscal representation as 
well as file annually an IRS 
Ineome Tax Deelaration, 
Modelo 3 and Annex F. 
Resident Owners may report 
either as a “rental aetivity” 
(Category F) or as a Business

Portuguese families are to 
pay at least 91 cents more

French investors look to 
build on Portuguese 
foundation in Angola 


French investors looking to Angola 
should ally themselves with their 
Portuguese counterparts when in 
venturing into a relatively unknown 
market, says the head of the Luso- 
French Chamber of Commerce. 


Bernard Chantrelle, speaking 
at a seminar in Lisbon, said “no 
sector” of Angola’s booming, 
post-civil war economy was un- 
interesting for investors, but that 
the distribution, pharmaceutical 
and railway sectors were particu- 
larly attractive for joint French- 
Portuguese action, given their 
“specific know-how”. 

Portuguese partners, Chan- 
trelle added, could provide 
French investors with knowl- 
edge of the language and culture 
shared with Angola, as well as 
experience of the African na- 
tion’s bureaucracy, decision 
makers and logistics. 

Luanda’s trade minister, 
Joaquim Muafumua, also ad- 
dressed the seminar, titled “Por- 
tugal as a Platform for Business 
in Angola”, calling on Lisbon to 
increase its aid to Portuguese en- 
trepreneurs looking at invest- 
ments in his country. 


“Angola feels better in Portu- 
gal than in the United States or 
in Asia”, Muafumua said, under- 
scoring the two countries’ 
shared culture after some five 
centuries of Portuguese colonial 
mle. 

Portuguese disregard of 
Angolan opportunities, he said, 
was responsible for the rising 
tide of Chinese investments in 
the oil- producing country. 

He said Angola’s education, 
agriculture, fisheries, construc- 
tion and health sectors could be 
of special interest to Portuguese 
businesses. 

Ivo Ernesto, the Angolan 
Trade Ministry’ s planning direc- 
tor, urged Lisbon to open its 
purse strings inbacking investors, 
noting that China had established 
credit lines for business in An- 
gola worth US$2 billion in con- 
trast to Portugal ’ s US $400 mil- 
lion. Lusa 


Maputo hosts Luso- 
Chinese business meeting 


Representatives of more than 500 
Lusophone blocand Chinese companies 
gathered in the Mozambican capital last 
weekto discuss trade and investment 
opportunities. 


Organisers of the three-day 
Maputo meeting said that 253 
Mozambican companies topped 
the list of participants, followed 
by China and Macao with 40 and 
Portugal with 24. 

“The interest of Chinese and 
Portuguese-language busi- 
nesses in participating in the 
event is enormous. We had to 


extend the registration period”, 
Maria Rita Freitas ofMaputo’s 
IPEX export promotion agency 
told the Lusa News Agency.

Placido Domingo 
cancels on the spot 
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Police arrest six in 
major dmg bust 


Lisbon police revealed this 
week that they have detained 
three men and a woman along 
with 100,000 individual doses 
of hashish pollen after a year- 
long investigation. 

It is thought that the group 
worked around most of the 
Lisbon area. 

Aeeording to a PSP state- 
ment, the arrests eame as the 
result of “an investigation 
that started around one year 
ago and has led to the identifi- 
eation of six people, who have 


been responsible for the pur- 
ehasing, seetioning, dosing and 
selling of drugs to eonsumers 
and smaller traffiekers, around 
most of Lisbon”. 

The statement further re- 
vealed that eight warrants had 
been issued, two to seareh resi- 
deneies out of Lisbon, one in 
Leiria, the other in V iseu, where 
the suspeets are believed to 
have stashed their profits. 

In Viseu poliee found some 
25 thousand euros in eash. 

Besides the 1 00,000 doses of 


hashish, 36 grams of eoeaine 
were seized along with three 
vehieles, one motoreyele, a 
total of€37,000, items of gold 
reported to be worth €1,500, 
five guns, munitions, 85 paeks 
of eigarettes, and 18 mobile 
phones. 

After an initial hearing, four 
of the suspeets were sen- 
teneed to preventative im- 
prisonment, the remaining and 
two are subjeet to periodieal 
eheek-ins at their loeal poliee 
stations.

“We are so sorry,” D.Y. and J.

I listened as they expressed 
their eoneems, bewilderment and 
shame about the event, but after 
listening for awhile I felt it nee- 
essary to intervene. I reinforeed 
that these two students — ^who ’ d 
eome to me speaking barely any 
English and within four years 
hadbeeome stellar students in a 
eompetitive sehool — ^were two 
of the hardest working, highly 
prineipled and kindest young 
people I had ever met. Then they 
asked me how the V irginia Teeh 
English teaeher eould have de- 
teeted problems from reading 
Mr. Cho’s writings. 

“That’s easy,” I told them, 
explaining that when I was a 
teaeher in San Franeiseo, one of 
my students, a tenth grader, had 
written a story filled with anger 
and depression. Her writing 
raisedared flag forme andl shared 
the eomposition with my de- 


partment head as well as the Head 
of Senior Sehool. Within the week 
we ealled the parents and set up a 
meeting, whieh led to many rev- 
elations about the young lady and 
ultimately to getting her profes- 
sional eare. But the situation in 
Virginia was different. First, the 
student was 23 , no longer a minor, 
nor was he living at home. I also 
explained that many people in the 
U S are so frightened by the pros- 
peet of lawsuits and that there was 
a ehanee the University had 
dropped the eoneems raised by 
Mr. Cho’s teaeher, in order to 
avoid legal wrangling. 

Gun laws in Europe are strieter 
than in the US. In Europe, gun 
owners must be heensed. IntheUS 
the ongoing issue ofhaving liberal 
gun laws has eaused mueh eontro- 
versy. Reports show that Cho 
Seung Hui walked into a store and 
within an hour was able to pur- 
ehase a gun. Possibly, he bought 
the magazine elips that fit into the 
pistol on ebay and the other pis- 
tol through a website. CNN re- 
ported that in Virginia, a person 
2 1 or older ean buy only one hand- 
gun a month, unless he has a li- 
eense to buy more. Cho bought 
one gun, a .22-ealiber pistol, in 
early Febmary and another, a 9 
mm pistol, in Mareh. Even though 
Cho was a resident alien, one of 
the gun dealers said it was legal for 
him to purehase a firearm as he 
presented three forms ofidentifi- 
eation: a driver’s lieense, a 
eheekbook with an address mateh- 
ing the driver’ s lieense, and aresi- 
dent alien eard. I watehed the gun 
dealer being interviewed the day 
after the shooting. His laek of re- 
morse revolted me. 

“How eould the US allowthat?” 
D.Y. asked. Their English lesson 
was fast beeoming a lesson in US 
gun lawpoliey, as I told them some 


of the faetors eontributing to the 
failed polieies in the U S eoneem- 
ing personal weapons, spear- 
headed by one of the most pow- 
erful lobby groups in the US, the 
National Rifle Assoeiation (for- 
merly headed by aetor Charlton 
Heston). Another faetor is the 
U.S. Constitution’s Seeond 
Amendment that states: A well 
regulated militia, being necessary 
to the security of a free state, the 
right of the people to keep and bear 
arms, shall not be infringed. I ean’t 
imagine that the brilliant men who 
drafted the Amendmenteould have 
envisioned any eireumstanee elose 
to what happened on April 1 6. 

“Can’t they ehange those 
laws?” J.L.. asked. 

“It’s not that easy,” I an- 
swered, thinking about how long 
it took for polieies to ehange, the 
money behind opposing forees, 
how many steps were involved, 
and how mueh opposition there 
is in ehanging the gun laws in the 
US as well as other destmetive 
polieies. 

D.Y and L.Jeontinued talking, 
telling me that their phone athome 
had been ringing non-stop ever 
sinee the ineident had oeeurred. 
“Our mother’ s relatives in Korea 
keep ealling,” D.Y said. “They 
want to know if we are ok, if we 
are in danger.”

their fear and aggression on my 
two students. But their eoneems 
turned out to be unfounded, and 
I’m pleased to report that the 
Festival went on without inei- 
dent.

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First Choice plane makes emergency landing 



'^V\\sVO^d\c'^ 
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An aircraft belonging to UK air- 
line F irst Choiee was foreed take 
make anemergeney landingatFaro 
airport last week after a fuel leak 
was apparently deteeted during 
its flight from Birmingham, UK, 
to Lanzarote airport, the Canary 
Islands, Spain. Lanzarote airport 
is situated 5 kilometres from the 
Islands eapital, Arreeife, where 
most of the British holidaymak- 
ers on board were believed to be 
heading.Carrying some 200 peo- 
ple plus erew on board, the 
Boeing 757, flight FCA 4116, 
landed safely at Faro at approxi- 
mately 10hl9. 

Initial reports stated that the 
plane dumped fuel off the Algarve 
eoast before switehing off one of 
the plane ’ s engines to avoid apos- 
sible ignition upon landing. It has 
sinee emerged thatthe aireraftmay 
have opted to eirele overthe eoast- 
line to bum fuel rather than unload 
into the sea. This theory has sinee 
been endorsed by a First Choiee 
representative, who eonfirmed in 
apress statement that “no fuel was 
dumped prior to landing”. The 
statement also said that the air- 
eraft simply “followed standard 
operational proeedures”. 

“It is a fairly regularprocedure. 


erew made the deeision to turn 
around and land at the nearest air- 
port. All of the passengers disem- 
barked unseathed despite maxi- 
mum emergeney reseue proce- 
dures havingbeeninstigatedby the 
Civil Governor. INEM emer- 
geney medieal teams, PSP, GNR, 
and maritime poliee were all on 
standby, should an aeeident have 
oeeurred. They then faeed over a 
nine-hour wait, during whieh the 
airport supplied them with soup 
and sandwiehes. Aeeording to re- 
ports, when the pilot beeame 
aware of the problem the aireraft 
had already lost more than a ton 
offuel. The flight would have taken 
another 90 minutes to reaeh its 
intended destination, though it 
was said the fuel that was left al- 
lowed for a maximum of 3 0 min- 
utes flight, something F irst Choiee 
offieials have refuted. 

Passengers deseribing the inei- 
dent portrayed an unnerving situ- 
ation of uneertainty and fear, tell- 
ing how after the pilot informed 
them of the emergency landing 
they were about to make, the air- 
eraft tilted and panie set in.

Silves wages war against 
high tension pylons 


Silves City Hall has now 
openlyj oined, and is in faet lead- 
ing, the battle against high-ten- 
sion pylons that are plaimed to 
be ereeted by eleetrieity eom- 
pany REN in one of the muniei- 
pality ’ s most beautiful, rural re- 
gions. 

To stop the projeet from go- 
ing ahead, the eouneil has prom- 
ised to take legal aetionby plae- 
ing offieial eomplaints with 
both the national eourts and the 
European Union. 

This stanee follows two pro- 
tests organisedby loeal and sur- 
rounding populations. 

The first demonstration, 
whieh The Portugal News re- 
ported first-hand last month, 
saw nearly 500 residents, both 
Portuguese and foreign, eome 
together to show their anger at 
having at least two proposed 
high-tension pylons ereeted in 
their quaintrural village. 

Besides being aplaee of her- 
itage and national historieal in- 
terest, the village of Vale 
Fuzeiros boasts a valley of un- 
touehed natural beauty that is a 
main attraetion for hundreds of 
visitors that pass through the 
area eaehyear. So mueh so that 
one resident has reeently in- 
vested 300 thousand euros in 
ereating a rural holiday retreat, 
something that eould be seri- 


ously affeeted, should the pylons 
be ereeted. 

A warehouse has already been 
eonstmeted in Silves to home the 
equipment needed for the works, 
whieh wiU see a27.3 kilometre line 
draped over 79 support towers, 
eaeh 80 metres in height, as well 
as the mega-pylons. Aeeordingto 
loeals, a mere five-kilometre de- 
tour would suffice to avoid any 
type of aetion, as the pylons 
wouldthenbe positioned in an area 
of unpopulated eountryside. As 
it stands, the projeet foresees py- 
lons being ereeted very nearby, or 
even on private property. A see- 
ond demonstration tookplaee last 
weekend in the rural hamlet of 
Gregorios, though less than one 
quarter of the first demonstra- 
tion’s protestors made it to the 
showdown. Laek of transport, a 
diffieult loeation, and the faet that 
many ofthe original protestors are 
elderly eitizens were given as main 
reasons for the poor turnout.

Lagos fisherman in stormy waters 
after dmnkenparodywithpolice 


A 30-year-old fisherman from 
Lagos is faeing serious eharges af- 
terbeing ehasedby poliee not onee, 
buttwiee, for drink-driving, as well 
as disobeying poliee orders, dan- 
gerous driving and attempting to 
run over one of the officers in- 
volved in the ineident. 

The seeond incident oeeurred 
just hours after being released from 
a first detention, whieh was the 
result of the fisherman disobeying 
poliee orders to pull over at an 
early-morning eheckpoint at 
around 07h00 on Monday morn- 
ing. 

Upon refusing to pull over and 
stop, the poliee embarked on a ear 
chase with the disorderly fisher- 
man, eventually managingto immo- 
bilise his vehiele by shooting at and 
puneturing one of the tyres. 

After being breathalysed and 
showing a criminal amount of 2. 09 
grams of alcohol per litre ofblood, 
the fisherman was eseortedto La- 
gos poliee station, where he was 
held for three hours and ordered to 
attend a eourt hearing later that af- 
ternoon where he was ehargedwith 


drink-driving and disobeying po- 
lice orders. 

Onee released, and with his ear 
keys still in his poeket, the man 
elimbed into his ear and again took 
to the streets of Lagos. 

Aeeording to the law, given the 
high level of aleohol in his blood, 
the fisherman should only have 
been allowed to drive 1 2 hours af- 
terbeing detained and only if, after 
his hearing, he was not stripped of 
his lieenee. However, three hours 
after his first detention the fisher- 
man was behindthewheelandtook 
off despite having a flat tyre. 

Releasing what had happened, 
one of the offieers immediately 
tried to eateh up with the ear on a 
motorbike and a seeond ehase took 
plaee, this time on Lagos’ main 
riverfront avenue. 

Seeing the vehiele zigzagging 
down the street, jeopardising other 
drivers as well as pedestrians, the 
poliee ofifieer attempted to bring the 
ear to ahaltbypositioning himself 
and his motoreyele in front of it. 

Intent onmaking his eseape, the 
fisherman refused to be eomered 


and tried to run over the offieer, 
subsequently running into two 
stationary vehieles parked nearby. 

A seeond failed attempt at run- 
ning overthe polieeman, this time 
in reverse, eulminated in the fish- 
erman’s ear being broughtto ahalt 
after poliee baekup arrived on the 
seene. Breakingthewindowtograb 
the offender, the fisherman was 
eventually removed from behind 


the wheel of his ear, though still 
attempting to physieally attaek 
the polieeman he had tried to run 
over only moments earlier. 

Restrained by two other offie- 
ers he was eventually detained and 
now awaits a eourt hearing, where 
he faees eharges of drink-driving, 
qualified disobedienee, dangerous 
driving, eoereion, and resistanee to 
poliee authority.

oflFAlgarve coast 

a Regional police have this week announced the seizure of around four 

tonnes of hashish captured off the Algarve coast, and the detention of 
10 suspects, all foreigners, related to drug-trafficking crimes. 


It was last week that police 
made the detentions, in two sepa- 
rate operations, the first of which 
tookplace on Wednesday, off the 
beach Monte Gordo, on the Por- 
tuguese boarder of the Guadiana 
river. Sevenmen aged between 17 
and 36 were arrested, all of Mo- 
roccan nationality, along with 
1 ,5 12 kilos of hashish, two semi- 
rigid boats, and various pieces of 
telecommunications equipment 
including two GPS trackers and 
a satellite-operated cellular 
phone. 

The second bust occurred the 
following night somewhere be- 
tween Olhao and Moncarapacho 
after police spotted two ‘suspi- 
cious-looking’ vehicles. 

After becoming aware of the 
police presence, the vehicles at- 
tempted to flee, disobeying po- 
lice orders to stop. 

This was followed by a lengthy 
car-chase in which the use of 
weapons was required to bring 
the vehicles to a halt. One of the 
drivers was shot in the abdomen, 
though his injuries are reportedly 
“not serious”. 

According to police one of the 
vehicles, a heavy goods vehicle 
with English licence plates, was 
transporting an estimated 2,500 
kilos of hashish. The lorry’ s two 
occupants aged 25 and 3 0 and of 
German and British nationality 
were detained. 


Its driver, a 3 5-year-old English- 
man, was shot during the incident. 
After being transported to hos- 
pital, the suspect was released 
without serious injuries, and ar- 
rested. A statement released by 
police states that “all detainees 


are part of distinct criminal or- 
ganisations dedicated to intro- 
ducing drugs to the European 
Union through national territory, 
and respective investigations are 
currently ongoing with interna- 
tional cooperation”. 


Teenager killed in 
bike crash 


A seventeen-year-old boy 
was killed during the early hours 
of Monday morning after a 
tragic bike accident that oc- 
curred on the EN526 near the 
Pera water treatment station 
between Silves and Albufeira. 

Identified as Andre Machado 
from Vila do Bispo, the youth 
was riding pillion on a high-cyl- 
inder motorbike driven by a45- 
year-old man, who also sus- 
tained injuries and was admit- 
ted to the Portimao Barlavento 
Hospital for treatment, though 


has since been released. 

Reports state that the bike 
ran into a kerb and was pro- 
pelled against an electricity 
post before crashing into a 
nearby fencing. 

As he was riding pillion, 
Andre took the brunt of the ac- 
cident and suffered most from 
the impact. 

He was pronounced dead 
atthe scene by an emergency 
INEM medical team, his body 
subsequently transported to 
the Portimao morgue.

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The man who 
failed Russia 

He was always a heavy drinker, but until his 
health problems got bad in the mid-1 990s he 

could usually hold his liquor. The real problem 

was that he was a man of action who didn’t 
have an idea in his head. A lot of people kept 
trying to put ideas in there, buttheyjustfell out 
the other side. So he freed Russia (and a lot of 
other countries) from Communism, but he 
didn’t give it much else to work with instead. 


Boris Yeltsin, who died at 76 
on Monday, was brought to Mos- 
cow in 1 985 to clean up the cor- 
ruption in the capital by the man 
he eventually removed from 
power, the Communist reformer 
Mikhail Gorbachev. But the 
times were right for ambitious 
men to aim a lot higher, and 
Y eltsin was nothing if not ambi- 
tious, so by 1988 he had quit his 
position on the Communist Par- 
ty’ s ruling body, the Politburo. 
He ran for the all-Moscow seat 
against the official Communist 
candidate in the first free elec- 
tion in Soviet history, and won in 
a landslide. 

I first met Yeltsin soon after 
that in the basement cafeteria of 
the Supreme Soviet, just inside 
the Kremlin walls, which was the 
easiest place for foreign] ournal- 
ists to find and interview depu- 
ties to this new-fangled beast, 
the Congress of People’ s Depu- 
ties. It was one of the stars of 
the nascent Russian democratic 
movement, GahnaStrarovoitova, 
who introduced us, and the con- 
trast between the two of them 
was quite stunning. 

Starovoitova (who was mur- 
dered some years ago in a con- 
tractkilling) was a genuine demo- 
cratic hero, an intellectual who 
dedicated her life to the ideal of a 
free society. Yeltsin was a 
charming bruiser who ran mostly 
on instinct and was all too aware 
of his considerable charisma. Yet 
he was in practice the leader of 
her little band of democrats, the 
Inter-Regional Deputies Group. 

The IRDG flourished for less 
than a year, and it had less than a 
tenth of the deputies to the Con- 
gress, most of whom were still 
Conununist Party hacks . Its lead- 
ers, including famous dissident 
figures like scientist Andrei 
Sakharov and historian Yuri 
Afanasiev, were using their un- 
precedented access to the media 
to spread democratic ideas to the 
furthest corners of a country 
where such notions had been con- 
demned and suppressed for sev- 
enty years, but they knew those 
ideas alone would not produce a 
democratic maj ority in any Soviet 
election in the near future. 

Yeltsin, on the other hand, 
could win the election, but he had 


no ideas at all. So they made him 
their leader, and during that year 
you rarely saw him without some 
leading light of the IRDG at his 
side, earnestly trying to fill this 
empty vessel with democratic 
ideals. Everybody meant well, I 
think, but the transplant didn’t 
take, and by 1990 Yeltsin had 
moved on. 

In the following two years he 
did two things that should have 
earned him the gratitude of both 
Russia and the whole world. 
Standing on a tank outside the 
White House in Moscow in Au- 
gust, 1991, he turned back the 
hardline Communist coup at- 
tempt that almost reversed the 
flow of history. And he did it 
practically single-handedly, by 
the force of his own personality. 

The coup was amazingly in- 
competent, but it could have suc- 
ceeded nevertheless, in which 
case we would still be dealing 
with a ramshackle Communist- 
ruled Soviet Union, sinking ever 
deeper into poverty and corrup- 
tion and fighting insurgencies all 
around its perimeter: Upper 
Volta with rockets, indeed. 
What we have is much better 
than that. 

Yeltsin’s other great accom- 
plishment, at the end of 1991, 
was to wind up the Soviet Union 
and set all of its constituent “re- 
publics” free. He did it for purely 
tactical reasons, but it was the 
last great act of decolonisation, 
and it spared us a generation of 
bloody struggles as the old Rus- 
sian empire gradually fell apart. 
Despite tyranny in the ‘Stans and 
war in Chechnya, what we have 
is much better than that, too. But 
then Y eltsin should have died or 
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Russian President Boris Yeltsin touches the red banner with the communist symbol in Kremlin, on 9*'^ May 1 996. This type of banner is 
officially named ‘The Banner of Victory’ and is used during the Victory Day celebrations. Former Russian president Boris Yeltsin died on the

at least retired, because he was 
a disaster and an embarrassment 
as the president of Russia. 

There was the “shock 
therapy” prescribed by Harvard 
economist Jeffrey Sachs that 
ended all subsidies overnight, 
drove inflation to 2,000 percent, 
and wiped out the life savings of 
tens of milhons of families. There 


were the corrupt privatisation 
deals that created the “oli- 
garchs” and the gangster cul- 
ture. There was the armed as- 
sault on parliament in 1993 and 
the needless, futile, bloody at- 
tempt to subj ugate Chechnya by 
force. Russia in the 1990s could 
have done a lot better than that. 

Yeltsin’s retirement on New 


Y ear’ s Eve, 1 999 was of a piece 
with all that: a cynical deal hand- 
ing power to the former KGB 
chief, Vladimir Putin, in return for 
a guarantee that no legal inquir- 
ies would be made after he left 
office into the wealth accumu- 
lated by his family and his politi- 
cal associates during their time in 
power. There is not much genu- 


ine mourning in Russia for Y eltsin 
today, and you can see why. 

But he did get the two big things 
right, and that counts for a lot. 
History may take a kinder view 
of him than Russians do today.

call know the 
benefits of 
regular 
exercise, and 
yet some- 
times it’s difficult to fit it into 
our busy lives. One of the easiest 
ways to get your heart rate racing 
is to run, and with the London 
Marathon coming up this 
weekend, there’ s no better time 
to motivate yourself and start 
pounding those streets. 

Of course, nobody can run the 


26 miles that over 30,000 com- 
petitors will be undertaking on 
Sunday straight away, but with 
a bit of training, even a novice 
will be able to cross the finish- 
ing line at The Mall this time 
next year. 

And if that’s not motivation 
enough, running is one of the 
most effective ways to burn 
calories, it tones your muscles, 
makes your heart more efficient, 
helps lower your blood pres- 
sure and cholesterol and also

increases your bone density, 
which is very helpful when you 
get older. 

But how do you get started? 
Former professional footballer 
and London Marathon com- 
petitor Mark Bright lets us in on 
a few secrets. 

MARK’S TIPS TO GO 
FROM ZERO TO HERO 

: : Invest in the correct equip- 
ment. Normal sweaters will 
quickly get wet and heavy, and 
cotton socks will give you blis- 
ters, so get ones specially de- 
signed for running. Also wear 
leggings or cycling shorts to pre- 
vent any chafing. 

:: To begin with, keep your 
runs short and slow. For com- 
plete novices, try running for one 
minute, walking for one minute 
and repeat, building up over the 
days and weeks to running for 1 0 
minutes and walking for one. 
Eventually you will increase 
your endurance and stamina and 
be able to run more impressive 
distances. 

: : Find your own natural run- 
ning style. There is no correct 
way of running - look at Paula 
Radcliffe, for example! Just find 
your own comfortable technique. 

: : Rest days are just as impor- 
tant as running day s . Y our body 
needs to recover so run every 
other day at the most, and if you 
do a particularly long run, take 
two days off. 

:: Make sure you vary your 
training. A lot of people just jog 
- you need to do some speed 
work too, but only once you’ve 
built up some endurance. 

: : The day before a big run eat 
right, drink plenty of water and 
have a good sleep. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF 
DIET 

It is vital that you eat the right 
stuff if you’re going to start run- 
ning on a regular basis . 

“Food is fuel,” Bright says. 


“Carbohydrates are really im- 
portant because they give you 
slow burn energy. If you’re go- 
ing to run in the evening, try and 
have pasta at lunch time. That has 
then got plenty of time to digest 
and stock you up for the run.” 

You should also make sure 
you have a hot meal within an 
hour of finishing exercise. 

“It could be just a noodle 
snack or something, something 
you can eat quickly to start 
building up your stores after 
they ’ ve been drained from your 
run,” Mark says. 

And it’s not just food that’s 
important. Make an effort to 
drink more water, and not just 
during a run - remember to hy- 
drate yourself during the day 
too. 

WARMING UP AND 
COOLING DOWN 

The best way of warming up 
your muscles before a run is to 
do a brisk walk and some light 
stretches. 

“If it’ s cold outside, wear leg- 
gings to keep your muscles 
warm,” Mark advises. “When 
you run you are constantly 
pushing off your toes, so 
stretch your calves and ham- 
strings and do a little bit of up- 
per body movement - swinging 
your arms and twisting at your 
midriff. 

“If you are doing something 
like six to eight miles, start off 
running slowly and your body 
will naturally warm up.” 

The best way of cooling 
down is to take the last 10 min- 
utes of your run easy. 

“When you are coming to the 
end of your run, jog slowly and 
then walk back to your house,” 
Mark says. “After you finish, 
you have to stretch otherwise 
you will completely tighten 
up.” 

Hold your stretches for 30 
seconds and make sure you

Everybody Hates Chris (five, 6.20pm) 

Watching him strut his stuff on stage in his super-slick suits, it’s hard to imagine Chris Rock was 
once a geeky schoolboy with a remarkable knack for getting into trouble. But in the first series of 
the semi-autobiographical comedy, viewers were introduced to the teenage version of the veteran 
stand-up, and liked what they saw. The second season of the hit US show begins this week. Chris 
and his dysfunctional but loving family continue to struggle to pay the bills, get through the day 
and not be robbed more than once a week. Set in the Bedford-Stuyvesant area of Brooklyn, New 
York, in the 1980s, it offers a cringing look at an era of peculiar fashions and baffling music. The 
first part of the opening double bill finds Chris working up the courage to ask a girl on a date. Yvette 
is a new kid on the block and Drew confidently assures Chris that she will go out with anybody. “That’s 
my kind of girl,” our hero says. Everybody queues up to give the lad advice - not to mention cologne 
- and he is thrilled when Yvette agrees to go to the cinema with him. However, when Chris is stood 
up he struggles to make sense of Yvette’s rejection. Will tickets to a show in the park make any 
difference? Also in this episode, crime is on the increase in the community - as Chris puts it, “even 
the muggers were getting mugged” - and irrepressible mum Rochelle is provoked into starting a Block 
Watch scheme when Julius’s truck is stolen. But she soon butts heads with new neighbour Louise, 
guest star Whoopi Goldberg, who has her eye on the title of ‘Block Watch Captain’.

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How to prepare and plant up hanging baskets for a summer full 
of colour. 


First prepare your basket or 
other container. Cut up a woolly 
jumper for a liner as this will re- 
tain the soil and some of the mois- 
ture, but still have sufficient holes 
to poke plants through the sides 
of wire baskets. 

Once the liner is in place, cut 
out a circle of plastic (maybe 
from an empty compost bag) and 
place it on the base of the liner. 
Alternatively, a saucer placed in 
the base will help to prevent im- 
mediate water loss. 

Now place the container on a 
bucket so it is off the ground and 
can be moved around for even 
planting, before you begin add- 
ing the compost. Add water-re- 
taining gel, which comes in a gran- 
ule form, and slow-release feeds 
to your compost at planting time. 
Each time you water, the gel ab- 
sorbs more water than the com- 
post and retains water for longer, 
gradually giving off moisture to 
the surrounding compost. 

Adding slow-release feed 
means you won’t have the bother 
of remembering to liquid feed 
your plants on a weekly basis 
during the growing season. 

Then add a layer of compost 
to the height you want your first 
plants, then push your plants 
through the cut-out holes from 
the inside of the basket out. Then

continue adding compost to the 
next layer you want your plants 
as you work your way up the 
sides of the basket. 

Once you reach the top, plant 
a taller specimen in the middle, 
surrounded by trailers around the 
edge to hide the rim. A really good 
hanging basket should be packed 
with plants and there shouldn’t 
be a trace of compost or liner 
showing. 

Suitable plants include gerani- 
ums, begonia and petunias. Re- 
member that many bedding 
plants are going to demand a lot 
of water during the summer. For 
this reason, I usually avoid 
putting thirsty plants such as 
fuchsias in hanging baskets, be- 
cause it really does make you a 
slave to the watering can unless 
you install an automatic irriga- 
tion system. 

Drought-tolerant plants which 
are easier to maintain in hanging 
baskets include pelargoniums, be- 
gonias, nasturtiums, verbena and 
brachyscome. If your hanging 
basket is going into a shady spot, 
brighten it up with busy lizzies, 
which will tolerate shade. 

Plant up your baskets now and 
they should be flourishing much 
earlier than many of your fellow 
gardeners.

Whafs in Store 

» Grevillea robusta, the 

Silky Oak, grows to about 
15m andproduces its unusual 
orangy-yellow flowers in ra- 
cemes during the spring time. 
Originating in Australia it is a 
spectacular tree for the larger 
garden and needs to be grown 
in full sun in a good soil mix- 
ture. For those living in the 
northern and central regions of 
Portugal, this plant does not 
tolerate frost well. 

» Hibiscus rosa-sinensis 
is often recognised as the Ha- 
waiian hibiscus as it is these 
flowers that are used to make 
the beautiful leis to welcome 
travellers. The single or dou- 
ble flowers come in a range of 
colours from red through or- 
ange, peach and yellow. They 
attainaheightof2.5m ormore 
with a spread of 1-3 metres. 
They need a well drained, fer- 
tile soil mixture in full sun and 
benefit from a monthly appli- 
cation of liquid fertilizer dur- 
ing the active growing and 
flowering period. They need 
protection if there is the 
slightest risk of frost.

In April I will celebrate thirty 
years of marriage to my favorite 
pereussionist. I have always 
marveled at his ability to make 
anything and everything into a 
rhjdhm instmment. The ear dash- 
boardandsteeringwheelbeeome 
his dmm set as he drives down 
the road. With or without musie 
playing on the radio there seems 
to always be a song playing in his 
mind and heart and he is the en- 
tire pereussion seetion.

barrels, bathroom plungers, feet, 
hands, fingers, mouths, folding 
ehairs and even kitehen sinks 
beeame musieal instruments. 
We were entertained by a seem- 
ingly endless symphony of 
rhythms ereated by ordinary 
items we would never have eon- 
sidered musieal. 

STOMP performers held 
nothing baek. By the end of the 
performanee their shirts were 
soaked with sweat as if to prove 
their eomplete dedieation to the 
task of rhythmie entertainment. 
Still the erowd begged for more 
and eight tired musieians onee 
again performed enthusiasti- 
eally. No one eould doubt that 
their whole hearts, indeed their 
whole beings were dedieated to 
the rhythm they heard in the 
world around them and reere- 
atedon stage.

Suicides on the up, 
especially in southern 
Portugal 

Despite still having one of the lowest suicide rates in 
Europe, suicides in Portugal have increased at a 
consistent pace, since the turn of the millennium, 
especially in the southern areas of the country. 


BessaPeixoto, president of the 
Portuguese Suicide Society con- 
firmed the phenomenon by say- 
ing, “Eor years Portugal has had 
the lowest suicides rates in Eu- 
rope, but since the year 2000 the 
numbers have been rising”. 

Latest statistics from the 
W orld Health Organisation show 
that figures doubled from the year 
2000 to 2002. In 2000 the number 
of suicides registered at 5.1 for

Debt to banks has doubled 
since 2000, totalling € 1 1 6.6 bil- 
lion by the end of Eebruary. 
Seven years earlier, this figure 
represented 47 percent of the 
wealth created by the country, 
but has soared since and now 
corresponds to 74.8 percent of 
the Gross Domestic Product. 

Last year alone, debt was ris- 
ing by a staggering €1.67 mil- 
lion an hour (up by 14.8 per- 
cent in relation to 2005) and 
experts predict this figure has 
probably increased again the 
first four months of this year. 

The 101.1 percent rise in 
debt the past seven years, ac- 
cording to the Bank of Portu- 
gal’s Spring Bulletin, is mostly 
attributed to mortgages, though 
personal loans have also gained 
a larger slice of the market. 

Debt arising from mortgages 
has escalated by 1 13.6 percent 
since 2000, while personal 
loans chmbed79.9percentover 
the same period. Bad debt, 
meanwhile, has increased by 
82.8 percent the past seven 
years. 

Seven years ago, when the 
GDP was worth €122 billion, 
the country only needed to 
work just under six months to 
cover its debts to banks. Based 
on the current GDP (€155 bil- 
lion), it now takes around nine 
months of labour to pay off 
banks. 

In terms of bad debt, Por- 
tuguese families were failing 
to pay back €3 .2 million each 
day to banks, figures for the 
first two months of the year 
indicate. 


every 100,000 habitants, rising in 
2002tolL7. 

Bessa Peixoto considers the 
rise in suicides to be related to new 
methods in criteria, as well as the 
fact that death by overdose is now 
consideredas suicide. “Itis a very 
recent reality, which needs to be 
studied to better interpret the 
data”, he said, stressing, “There 
is no specific motive for this rise 
in figures”. 


The total for bad debt cur- 
rently stands at €2 . 1 64 billion, 
with mortgages being the area 
where most consumers are now 
finding it impos sible to keep up 
with their monthly instal- 
ments. 

According to the Observa- 
tory for Debt, families are set 
to become even more en- 
trenched with debts in the com- 
ing months, indicating that the 
months of April and May are 
traditionally the months when 
families find it hardest to keep 
to their commitments. 

The Observatory suggests 
that consumers do not take on 
credit superior to 40 percent of 
their net income. 

While Individual Voluntary 
Arrangements (IV A) have 
been available to Portuguese 
consumers since last year, 
there are, as yet, no clear sta- 
tistics as to how many private 
individuals have taken the route 
of declaring themselves insol- 
vent in order to alleviate their 
bad debts. 

In a related story, the number 
of complaints lodged with con- 
sumer rights group DECO con- 
cerning alleged bank malprac- 
tice almost doubled last year. 

DECO says that it received 
more than four complaints each 
day from consumers who felt 
wronged by their banks during 
the course of 2006. 

According to DECO, the 
biggest banks are those with the 
highest number of complaints, 
though explains proportion- 
ally they are cited no more than 
their smaller counterparts.

The composer 
Karl Jenkins is already popular for 
compositions such as Adiemus - 
Songs of Sanctuary, played on Brit- 
ain’ s Classic FM music channel and 
elsewhere. Itwas first conceivedand 
brought to birth in the unlikely sur- 
roundings of the Tower of London. 
The Royal Armouries Museum, 
guidedby Guy WilsonandBob Smith, 
began to lookfor an appropriate way 
to celebrate the Millennium, and 
liked the idea of a musical commis- 
sion. 

At the same time, the Armouries 
hadbeenholding special concerts at 
their new museum in Leeds. These 

feaUffgdmusictodbymgnftfwar 


inthemiddleages, suchasthe Masses 
of L ’Homme Arme which were de- 
rived from a song written at the 
Court of Charles the Bold in Bur- 
gundy circa 1450. “Thearmedman 
must be feared,” but the war-tom 
centuries must also be left behind in 
aneweraofpeace. From these ideas, 
with the assistance of Classic FM’s 
Music Charitable Tmst, Karl Jenkins 
developed a modem ‘Armed Man 
Mass ’ . In it, he intersperses sections 
of poetry with parts of the Mass and 
other sacred texts, and mingles full 
choral movements with bravura 
solos and duets, plus an Islamic Call 
to Prayer. Its form is comparable to 
Benjamin Britten’s War Requiem, 
though its tonality is perhaps more 
approachable. All the words are in 


English, apart from the mediaeval 
French of the opening section 
L ’Homme Arme, and the Latin of 
the Mass and the Arabic prayer. The 
chosen authors include Kipling, 
Dryden, Swift, Malory and 
Tennyson, as well as translations 
from Sankichi of Japan and the 
Mahabharata. The Coral Sinfonico 
was founded in the early 1990s by 
Saraswati, and she has nurtured, de- 
veloped and guided it ever since. Of 
Welsh extraction, andhighly trained 
at the Royal Academy ofMusic and 
Royal College ofMusic, Saramoved 
withher husband and five c hil dren to 
Portugal in 1987 and established a 
centre for musical excellence. The 
choir numbers anything up to 100, 
and it draws its membership from 


choral enthusiasts throughout Por- 
tugal and even beyond, including a 
proportionofEnglishex-pats. The 
choir’s most recent performance 
was Mozart’s Requiem - the first 
independent event to take place in 
the newly reopened central cine- 
theatre in Leiria. The next project 
is to be a Mass by Bomtempo, one 
of the select band of classical com- 
posers who made their name in 
Portugal.

When A Crocodile Eats The Sun 


By Peter Godwin, is pub- 
lished in hardback by Picador. 
Available now. 

From the brilliant Zimbabwe- 
born author and journalist Peter 
Godwin, When A Crocodile Eats 
The Sun is the hotly-anticipated 
follow-up to Mukiwa: A White 
Boy In Africa, and it certainly 
doesn’t disappoint. 

Tinged with memories of a 
magical childhood in Africa, the 
systematic decimation of Zim- 
babwe is a subject close to 
Godwin’ s heart, and makes this 
book an extraordinarily power- 
ful and emotional memoir of a 
country who’ s suffering has been 
largely forgotten - or indeed ig- 
nored - by the rest of the world. 

The Zulus have an ancient 
belief that solar eclipses only 
occur when a crocodile eats the 
sun, but it also works as aperfect 
metaphor to describe the terri- 
fying descent into darkness 
which has all-but enveloped 
Zimbabwe since Robert Mugabe 
was elected as President in 1 980. 


Following 15 years of minor- 
ity rule under Ian Smith, Mugabe 
and his ZANU-PF party ini- 
tially represented high hopes for 
a completely new political and 
social landscape for all of the 
people living in the former Rho- 
desia. 

However, the horrifying reali- 
ties of Mugabe ’ s new regime were 
soon made apparent to aU Zimba- 
bweans, regardless of creed or 
colour, and what was once touted 
as the ‘breadbasket’ of Africa 
quickly went into free-fall with 
daily incidents of brutality and 
intimidation becoming as com- 
monplace as chronic food short- 
ages and hyper-inflation. 

Through the lives of his in- 
credibly resilient and brave par- 
ents, Godwin provides a truly 
personal snapshot on what life 
is really like for ordinary Zimba- 
bweans lighting to survive while 
Mugabe and his decorated thugs 
indiscriminately run their coun- 
try into the ground. 

Currently living between 


Manhattan 
with his young 
family and Zim- 
babwe where 
his mother faces 
life as a recent 
widow, 
Godwin’s un- 
concealed pas- 
sion and despair 
atthe country’s 
decline only 
make When A 
Crocodile Eats 
The Sun all the 
more poignant. 

The reason 
why the world 
continues to ig- 
nore the plight 
of a nation at 
breaking point 
is one question 
that Godwin 
cannot answer - 
but then who 
can?

An environmentally friendly world 


With more talk about how our lifestyles are destroying the world, there’s 
no-one affected more than our children. As new book You Can Save The 
Planet is published, we speak to the author about the ways kids can make 
their homes, schools and neighbourhoods more environmentally friendly. 


Climate change and environ- 
mental damage will have an in- 
creasing effect on us as time goes 
by - and as children are the adults 
of tomorrow, they’re the ones 
who ’ll be affected most. 

For that reason, kids need to 
make being environmentally 
friendly a way of life, and that 
means alotmorethanjustputting 
recyclable rubbish in a green bin. 

As well as recycling household 
waste, kids need to incorporate a 
myriad of green measures into 
their lives if they want to help 
save the planet - from recycling 
clothes and toys and looking at 
energy efficiency in their home, 
to putting pressure on their par- 
ents to go green too. 

In fact, there ’ s a world of ways 
to become an eco-warrior, and a 
new bookis about to be published 
to help steer youngsters in the 
right direction. 

Y ou Can Save The Planet fea- 
tures 101 fun but practical ways 


children can make a difference 
to the environment, and put gen- 
tle pressure on their parents to do 
the same. 

The book was written by 
Jacquie Wines, who says: "Kids 
can put away the Gameboy for a 
bit and see how creative and in- 
ventive they can be just by reus- 
ing things. It’s practical, easy 
ways that children can change 
their way of living, but it’ s fun at 
the same time." 

Kids are encouraged to do 
things like copy out Washday 
Rules, such as washing clothes on 
a cooler wash if they’re not re- 
ally dirty, and sticking them up for 
the whole family to see. 

Then there's advice on not 
picking wild plants, setting up a 
car pool for the school run, and 
even copying out a letter and 
sending it to the local supermar- 
ket asking it to reduce the number 
of plastic bags used there by start- 
ing to charge for bags. 


Kids are also encouraged to 
persuade the family to do things 
like wear more layers instead of 
turning the heating up, and asking 
parents to drive slower to save 
fuel. 

Also included in the book are 
less obvious greenmeasures, such 
as giving deeds instead of bought 
gifts as presents. Wines says: 
"Kids can make a voucher to 
clean out their gran’ s cupboards, 
or something else she’ 11 find use- 
ful, for her birthday. 

"It not only saves on the pack- 
aging a bought gift would have 
been in, and the energy used to 
make it, but it saves the child 
money too. New things are nice, 
but they ’re not always necessary. " 

Ultimately, Wines believes 
families living greener lives is the 
only way forward, and children 
should do whatever they can to 
make a difference. 

"If you start in a small way you 
can understand the bigger issues. 
If it's true that we've only got 10 
years before it becomes too late 
to save the planet from global 
warming, it's very worrying and I 
don't think we have a choice but 
to act now. 

"This is our kids' future, and 
we've got to get the message 
through to them. " Lisa Salmon

Dr Gordon Watkins, spokes- 
person for the British Dental 
Association's health and sci- 
ence committee, says: "If you 
want your child to avoid tooth 
decay, it's really best to elimi- 
nate sweets and fizzy drinks 
from the diet altogether.

500g new potatoes, scrubbed 

3 (about 300g) cooking chorizo sausages chopped into 1cm slices 
2 sprigs fresh rosemary, leaves chopped finely 
2tbsp dry Madeira 

To prepare: 

Boil the potatoes for 8-10 minutes, or until cooked but still firm.

who are currently having a long 
distance relationship with a lover 
who lives abroad. 

A recent survey by Orange 
Broadband reveals 18% of people 
in the UK have managed to sus- 
tain a long distance relationship 
where phone is the only form of 
contact, and it seems to be a grow- 
ing trend to have an overseas part- 
ner. 

Asif Aziz, director of product 
management at Orange 

Broadband, says: “The 

globalisation of dating has finally 
occurred. With cheap flights, 
cheap broadband and inclusive 
international calls, Britons can 
easily create a lasting relationship 
with somebody from a completely 
different continent, let alone coun- 
try.” 

But is it really as easy as that to 
keep things going? Not always, it 
seems: singer James Blunt re- 
cently split from his supermodel 
girlfriendPetraNemcova, blaming 
the time they were spending apart 
on different sides of the globe. 

Distance is bound to put a strain 
on any romance, says Zelda West- 
Meads, the Mail On Sunday’s 
relationships counsellor. “In my 
experience, for most people they 
are higher risk relationships, so 
there ’ s more likelihood they will 
break down than if the couple did 
live nearer together. ” 

Precious Potential 

Of course, many people are 
happy and comfortable in long 
distance relationships - some even 
choose them because of the free- 
dom they offer. They like the fact 
they’re getting the benefits of a 
partner without being in a full 


blown relationship, says Peta 
Heskell, relationship guide and 
founder of 

www.fmdtheloveyouwant.com 

“They are creating a different 
type of relationship that suits 
them - it’s nice to have this per- 
son to share things with, to go on 
holiday with or to go and visit for 
longperiods oftime,” she says. “If 
their working life facilitates that, 
if s great.” 

However, problems may occur 
if you are trying to maintain a com- 
mitted relationship but are choos- 
ing to live at other ends of the 
world. Ifyou think your long dis- 
tance man is ‘The One’, some- 
thing has got to give - and it will 
probably go pear-shaped if the 
situation remains unchanged. 

“What does make it work is if 
somewhere along the line you de- 
cide there is going to be some com- 
promise - one of you is going to 
give up something for the sake of 
the relationship, to make it more 
than it is,” Heskell says. 

The key is to talk about these 
issues towards the beginning of 
the relationship, to make sure you 
have similar expectations. Be 
open in sharing with each other 
what’s going on in your minds. 
You can’t plan everything, but 
sometimes you need to consider 
the potential of the bond you 
share, so you can plan towards 
something more permanent. 

The Green-eyed Monster 

If you are living miles away 
from your partner, it is vital that 
you both trust each other. 

“It’s quite natural to feel your 
partner is going to be tempted if 
they go to a party, have a little too 


much to drink and there are peo- 
ple that are very available,” West- 
Meads reasons. “You need to 
know in those circumstances that 
they can be trusted.” 

If your lover has been unfaith- 
ful in the past you are likely to feel 
particularly vulnerable when you 
are separated from each other. 
Whatever the circumstance, there 
needs to be a lot of reassurances 
from both sides that there is no 
need to be consumed by the green- 
eyed monster. 

“Jealously is something that is 
instinctive in all of us,” Heskell 
says. “But there’s a point where 
we need to recognise that it’s not 
tenable - if s going to destroy, not 
sustain the relationship.” 

It is particularly important for 
whichever partner is away to ac- 
cept that their lover at home may 
feel in the dark about their life. 
Make a special effort to make them 
feel connected to whaf s going on 
in your world by telling them 
about the people you are working 
and socialising with so they don’ t 
feel threatened when you mention 
them. 

Making It Work 

• Keep each other in touch with 
the day-to-day stuff - the big things 
and the little things. That way, you 
will feel part of each other’ s lives 
and emotionally intimate. Be de- 
scriptive on the phone or by email 
to make your partner feel as ifhe is 
with you. 

• Write long letters to each other. 
If if s a new relationship you can 
find out lots about each other this 
way; ifitis along-standingromance 
it’s a nice surprise and can really 
add something new. But remem- 
ber to be careful with writing - 
things can get distorted. 

• Make sure you reassure each 
other on a constant basis that you 


are both loved, missed and 
wanted. 

• Include some romantic con- 
tent in phone calls and emails so 
you both feel romantically at- 
tached and sexually missed. T ease 
your man abit, but remember there 
is a limit - go beyond it, and the 
lack of actual physical contact 
may prove a challenge . 

• Decide what you want to do 
about sex. Women can usually go 
longer without than men, so fac- 
tor his needs into your thinking. 
You could go down the route of 
phone sex, or Heskell suggests it 
would be a good idea to learn the 
art of tantra. 

Long-term long distance? 

Obviously, there are advan- 
tages to long distance relation- 
ships. For example, there aren’t 
many couples who live together 
who can honestly say they spend 
two hours a day completely de- 
voted to talking to their partner, 
while overseas lovers spend end- 
less hours chatting together on the 
phone. 

You also don’t have to cope 
with the interfering in-laws so 
much, and then there’s the excite- 
ment you get seeing your man 
again - if s almost like a new love 
feeling all over again. Don’tideal- 
ise the situation though, because 
saying goodbye again can be ex- 
tremely difficult. 

S o are there enough plus points 
to make these romances work? 

“I think long distance relation- 
ships can workinthe shortterm,” 
West-Meads says. “But if we’re 
talking year in, year out, the ten- 
dency is that you build up very 
separate and different lives, and 
the chance then of that relation- 
ship surviving is greatly reduced. 

“In the main, it’s a short term 
option.” Gemma Quade

Other mobile ‘marchands’ visit 
the village in high season, but we 
garnered most of our supplies 
from a well-stocked supermarket 
in the small settlement of Ponte 
Lecchia, about 10 minutes’ drive 
away. There are also plenty of 
handmade signs on the road 
pointing to farm shops selling 
fresh produce, local honey, jam 
and cured meats. 

Lama also boasts the gorgeous 
Campo Latinu - a belt-bustingly 
good restaurant arranged over a 
series of stone terraces overlook- 
ing the village. 

Campo Latinu is apparently 
favoured by the French glitterati 
over the summer months but I

Of Corsica! 

There’s plenty to see in sun-kissed Corsica ... he was bronzed, 
oiied and giistening in the sun, his nut-brown tan contrasting 
perfectiy with the white sand and biue sea. But he was aiso 65 if 
he was a day - and stark naked. 


D efinitely not the 
kind of scenic 
attraction I was 
planning on my 
long-awaited 
summer holiday in Corsica ! 

Travel guides to this island 
outpost of France often wax lyri- 
cal about Corsica’s rugged land- 
scape and unspoiled beauty, but 
they neglect to mention that its 
beaches seem to be a magnet for 
elderly naturists. Luckily, the 
rest of the scenery is distracting 
enough to make up for the occa- 
sional bare-bottomed sunseeker. 

Perhaps that’s why he felt the 
need to strut up and down the 
unspoilt strip of beach at Lozari 
- some people will do anything 
for attention. Personally, I was 
more than happy to lie on a rug, 
book in one hand, baguette in the 
other, snoozing in the sun. 

Corsica, which lies off the 
coast of Italy, is every bit as stun- 
ning as the guidebooks say. It 
would take a very jaded and 
jetlagged traveller not to be in- 
stantly wowed by the jagged 
granite cliffs surrounding the air- 
port at Calvi, our arrival point. 

As if the natural landscape 
wasn’t impressive enough, this 
pretty Riviera-style town is 
dominated by a 1 5th century cita- 
del, the legacy of its one-time 


Genoese rulers. 

As tempting as it was to park 
ourselves on a cafe terrace by the 
marina, our home for the week 
was La Vielle Maison, an 18th- 
century house built into a rocky 
hillside in the medieval village of 
Lama, about 45 minutes drive 
away. 


Fromitsperchinthe hills, some 
600 metres above sea level. Lama 
commands sweeping views of the 
Ostriconi valley. While the vil- 
lage dates back to Roman times. 
Lama found its vocation in the 
17th century, thanks to its olive 
groves. 

Their precious oil brought 


wealth and prosperity to the vil- 
lage, signs of which are still evi- 
dent in many of the grand 18th 
century mansions clinging to its 
steep streets. 

While the village lost many 
men to the first and second world 
wars, the ultimate blow to its 
survival was struck in August 
1971, when a massive blaze 
roared up the Ostriconi valley, 
destroying more than 35,000 ol- 
ive trees. 

It looked like Lama was 
doomed, until a forward-thinking 
group of locals, led by the local 
mayor, tuned in to the possibili- 
ties for tourism in the late 1980s. 

Lama is now recognised as one 
of France’s ‘villages fleuris’ or 
‘blooming villages’. It boasts a 
swimming pool and tennis courts, 
and hosts an open-air film festi-

a compass, and adequate provi- 
sions. At least, that was our ex- 
cuse - and that we’d eaten too 
much to move very far. 

If you want to explore further 
afield. Lama is also ideally lo- 
cated for other excursions in 
north-western Corsica - the uni- 
versity town of Corte, the buzz- 
ing seaside resort of He Rousse 
and picture-perfect St-Florent, 
which our landlady described as 
“un p’tit St Trop”. 

While some of the camping 
grounds and mini-resorts we 
passed boasted open-air discos 
and other amusements, don’t go 
to Corsica expecting a French 
Ibiza or Benidorm. The beaches 
are sparsely populated and clean, 
and bargain-holiday boozers are 
mercifully absent. 

More active types might like 
to try horse-riding or a variety of 
watersports, but we found just 
venturing out on the roads was 
enough to get the adrenalin 
pumping. 

At the risk of making a sweep- 
ing cultural generalisation, Cor- 
sicans drive like maniacs. Seri- 
ously. If there ’ s a hairpin bend or 
a blind corner, they ’ 11 think of it 
as the perfect moment to pull 
some kind of crazy driving ma- 
noeuvre. 

After a couple of days we 
learned to anticipate random 
passing from death- wish drivers, 
but at first I spent most of my 
time in the passenger seat with 
my eyes tightly shut against the 
oncoming traffic. 

The day we left Lama for Caivi 
and our flight back to London, 
however, I pressed my face 
against the window in a bid to

soak up every last bit of the pass- 
ing landscape. We wound the 
windows down to inhale the 
sweet, herby scents of the 
maquis-covered hills and the 
salty sea air.

He must 
have been mad - 1 can’t wait for 
my next visit.

The first Common Visa Application Centre in the history of the 
EU visa policy, was opened this week in Chisinau, Moldova. This 
Common Centre will facilitate the issuing of visas for Moldovan 
citizens to enter the EU. 

Millennium to sack 3,000 

Portugal’s largest private bank. Millennium bcp, has confirmed 
that it will sack around three thousand workers should its takeover 
bid of rival BPI be successful. Chairman Teixeira Pinto also con- 
firmed that his bank would close down around 220 branches should 
BPI fall under Millennium bcp ’ s umbrella. 

Diesel consumption doubles 

A study by Marktest published on Wednesday shows that the 
number of people who use diesel-driven cars in Portugal has more 
than doubled in ten years, growing from a share of 21 . 1 percent in 
1 996 to 43 . 1 percent last year. 

Lusophone meet on new telecom and postal trends 

Representatives of the Lusophone bloc’s telecommunications 
companies and postal services begin a three-day meeting in the 
Mozambican capital on Tuesday to discuss “new tendencies” in 
their sector. The Lisbon-headquartered CPLP binds Portugal and 
Brazil to Lisbon’ s five former African territories and East Timor. 

Policeman detained on theft charges 

A police officer working for the Queluz traffic department has 
been detained on suspicion of belonging to a gang that stole from 
ATMs and for forging credit cards. The remaining members of the 
group are said to be Italian nationals. The officer has been with the 
police force since 2002.

Ermelinda Guerreiro was surrounded by dozens of family mem- 
bers and friends as she celebrated her 105* birthday in Castro Marim 
on Wednesday. 

Barroso calls EU summit in Sintra 

EC president Durao Barroso said this week he has invited other 
EU leaders to Portugal next month for ‘closed-door’ talks in an at- 
tempt to find a way around passing the embattled EU Constitution. 
The meeting will take place on May 1 2 and 1 3 in Sintra at a location 
which is set to remain undisclosed until the very last minute. 

Oeiras Mayor stays on 

Oeiras Mayor Isaltino Morais has said he will not stand downdespite 
pressure from opposition parties to do so after he was formally charged 
by prosecutors, who suspect he committed the crimes of pas sive cor- 
ruption, money laundering, abuse of power and fiscal fraud. 

Inflation at 2.3 percent 

National Statistics have revealed that the inflation rate in March 
was 2.3 percent, down one decimal point from the figure recorded 
in the previous month of Eebruary. The increase of 2.3 percent was 
attributed to costlier clothing and footwear coupled with more ex- 
pensive transport costs.
